Subsequently it becam e clear that the 
new dictato r, being bo th shrewd and un­ 
scrupulo us. was capable o f play ing bo th 
ends against the middle, like Tito o f Yu­ 
go slav ia and N asser o f Egy pt.

tio nal co nv entio n in New Yo rk 
the o ther day . 
‘‘Perhaps 
the best ev idence 
that the reco rd is nearly per­ 
fect,” said H aggerty , “ is pro ­ 
v ided by the utter silence o f the 
daily press o n this s u b j e c t . 
When co nditio ns at the m issile 
sites were sto rmy and unset­ 
tled, the newspapers carried to p 
headlines ev ery day warning o f 
disaster unless drastic legisla­ 
tio n were enacted to curb the 
rights o f labo r. 
“ No w that labo r has do ne a 
m agnificent 
jo b 
and 
m ade 
a 
great co ntributio n to the safety 
and security o f the American 
peo ple, the subject is no lo nger 
co nsidered no tewo rthy .” 


CERTAINLY it’s newswo rthy 
that H aggerty can repo rt that 
f 30,7 6 2.400 man day s wo rked 
o n m issile and test sites in the 
1st two y ears, there was a lo ss 
o f o nly 26 ,15 8 m an day s because 
o f strikes. 
This set a ratio o f 1.176 man 
day s wo rked fo r ev ery o ne day 
lo st in disputes. The strike rec­ 
o rd fo r priv ate industry is no t 
as go o d. The figure fo r all co n­ 
structio n wo rk in the U n i t e d 
States is 166 man day s wo rked 
fo r ev ery o ne lo st in a walko ut. 
Thus the reco rd fo r m issile 
sites is 700 per cent better than 
fo r civ ilian co nstructio n. 
There is the sto ry . It's star­ 
tling. It's ex citing to kno w that 
there are 1200 per cent fewer 
strikes no w than befo re the na­ 
tio nal co nstructio n leaders gav e 


a firm 
“ no -strike” 
pledge 
in 
1961. 
But the fact that this has no t 
been to ld prev io usly 
is hardly 
reaso n fo r Neil Haggerty and 
his co lleagues to lash o ut at the 
press fo r hav ing 
repo rted 
the 
earlier strike wav e.

Perhaps o n reex am in in g the 
o ld reco rd, H aggerty 
will

what in making the new reco rd.

The truth is the cho sen repre­ 
sentativ es

ado pt the reco mmendatio ns o f 
the 
Presiddnt, 
either 
because 
the v o ters o f the co untry do no t 
appro v e o r because the legisla­ 
to rs hav e them selv es m istaken­ 
ly interpreted the wishes o f the 
peo ple. 


When a party in po wer under 
the parliam entary sy stem fails, 
it’s custo m ary fo r the natio n to 
turn that party o ut o f po wer in 
an electio n called whenev er the 
v o ters really demand it. Under 
the American sy stem , there is 
no such way to fix respo nsi­ 
bility . 
It canno t be determined im­ 
m ediately whether the President 
is at fault fo r hav ing failed to 
ex ercise 
effectiv e 
leadership 
within his party . No r can it be 
determined fo r two y ears after 
an 
electio n 
whether Co ngress 
has 
really 
been 
heeding 
the 
v o ices o f the citizens in disap­ 
pro v al o f the president's po licies 
o r 
whether 
the Dem o crats in 
Co ngress hav e misco nstrued the 
wishes o f the peo ple in ho lding 
up m any o f the m easures pro ­ 
po sed by the ex ecutiv e branch 
o f the go v ernm ent. 
It o ften has been argued that, 
in the United States, a presi­ 
dent who canno t co ntro l his o wn 
party in Co ngress can lo o k to 
the 
o ppo sitio n 
party 
to 
gain 
eno ugh v o tes so that a co alitio n 
will fo rm a majo rity and ado pt 
his pro gram. 


THE FACT is that an uno r­ 
ganized co alitio n o f Republicans 
and D em o crats in bo th ho uses 
o f 
Co ngress 
has 
actually 
em erged o n sev eral co ntro v er­ 
sial questio ns as an o ppo sitio n 
m ajo rity to blo ck passage o r 
demand substantial changes in 
pending m easures befo re they 
t ; n ev en be co nsidered fo r pas­ 


sage. 
The Dem o cratic party in Co n­ 
gress to day , m o reo v er, no t o nly 
po ssesses a clear m ajo rity but 
co ntro ls ev ery co m m ittee in bo th 
ho uses. In co m m ittees, to o , a 
co mbinatio n o f two parties can 
blo ck actio n and actually is do ­ 
ing so to day in m any instances. 
So , fo r all practical purpo ses, 
the co alitio n m ajo rity is, in ef­ 
fect repudiating the po licies o f 
the Dem o cratic party leader — 
President Kennedy . 
In o ther co untries, this repudi­ 
atio n wo uld be accepted as suffi­ 
cient reaso n fo r asking the co un­ 
try by its v o tes to decide at 
o nce whether a new prime min­ 
ister sho uld be cho sen fro m the 
o ppo sitio n party o r whether the 
ex isting majo rity party sho uld 
be giv en a v o te o f co nfidence 
and permitted to keep its lead­ 
er o r select a new o ne fro m its 
o wn party . Thus, the peo ple do 
the deciding, and they ho ld the 
incumbent party o r its leader 
respo nsible. 
To day in the United States, 
ho wev er, the natio n has no clear 
idea o f who is respo nsible fo r 
the 
stalem at 
in 
go v ernment, 
leadership is fuzzy . 
The talk in the press is that 
President Kennedy is po pular, 
and the public-o pinio n po lls are 
cited to suppo rt the idea but a 
fo reign o bserv er wo uld ask ho w 
a president can be po pular if he 
canno t co mmand a majo rity in 
the natio nal legislature. 


IN OFF - YEAR electio ns, 
when the nam es o f the presiden­ 
tial no minees are no t o n the bal­ 
lo t. a clear-cut ex am ple o f a 
m andate is rarely furnished by 
the electo rate. 
Indeed, 
in the 
No v ember 
18 62 
co ngressio nal 
electio ns there were mo re Re­ 
publican than Dem o cratic v o tes 
cast in the regio ns o utside the 
So lid So uth, hut the Dem o cratic 
party 
nev ertheless 
furnished 
eno ugh m embers to m ake v ir­ 
tually a two -thirds majo rity . Yet 
ev ery bo dy knew that So uthern 
co ngressm en do n't agree with 
the adm inistratio n's v iewpo int. 
When, 
ho wev er, 
the 
Demo - 
irats retained their m ajo rities 
in bo th ho uses o f Co ngress in 
the natio nal electio n in 19 6 2, this 
was hailed by Mr. Kennedy ’s 
suppo rters as a v icto ry fo r him. 
Yet to day — 12 mo nths later— 
the Dem o cratic party has failed 
to get the suppo rt o f its m ajo rity 
in bo th ho uses to pass the legis­ 
latio n 
the 
President 
has 
de­ 
m anded. 
The co nclusio n that wo uld be 
drawn abro ad is that the peo ­ 
ple o f this co untry , thro ugh their 
co ngressio nal 
representativ es, 
disappro v e o f the legislativ e pro ­ 
gram pro po sed by the Demo ­ 
cratic party ’s 
natio nal 
leader 
and want a change in leader­ 
ship.

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Farm Bureau Endorses Sale 


Of U. S. Wheat to Russians 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-D el­ 
egates to the annual meeting of 
the Ohio Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion hav e endorsed the sale of 
wheat to Russia and called for 
a state income tax. 
The resolutions were among 
25 pages of proposals the farm 
organization adopted as its offi­ 
cial policies for the coming 
year before winding up its 
three-day orogram Wednesday. 
They resulted from discussions 
at county meetings throughout 
the state and were drafted by 
the federation’s 16 - member 
policy Dev elopment Committee. 
On the proposed sale of wheat 
to Russia, the federation said it 
approv es in cases “where pay­ 
ment is made in dollars and our

May Turn Back on U.S., Join With Re d China 
Cambodia Presents New Challenge To JFK

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Kennedy hardly had the 
words out of his mouth when 
there was more trouble, this 
time of a kind which may in 
time be a disaster for the Unit­ 
ed States. 
In his first State of the Union 
message to Congress almost 
three years ago Kennedy, after 
listing the problems ahead at 
home, said “all these pale when 
placed beside those which con­ 
front us around the world... 
“Each day the crises multipl 
Each day their solution grows 
more difficult. ” 
He cited trouble spots in Asia, 
Africa, Latin America. And as 
the years passed the troubles 
fresh ones developed. 
Last Friday, talking to the 
Protestant Council in New York, 
he said the family of man 
should be at peace with one an­ 
other. But he said: 
“They are not. Within the last 
month the world has witnessed 
active or threatened hostilities 
In a dozen or more disputes inde­ 
pendent of the struggle between 
communism and free choice — 
disputes between Africans and 
Europeans in Angola, between 
North African neighbors in the 
Maghreb, between two Arab 
states over Yemen, between In­ 
dia and Pakistan, between Indo­ 
nesia and Malaysia, Cambodia 
and Viet Nam, Ethiopia and 
Somalia and a long list of oth­ 
ers.” 
He might have mentioned that 
just one week before, the gener­ 
als in South Viet Nam threw 
out President Diem and his 
brother, both of whom were 
killed. 
But 
last 
Friday 
he 
couldn’t have known what was 
to happen Wednesday. 
Early in the day the Iraqi gov­ 
ernment had to smash a revolu­ 
tion and later in the day came 
the news of grave consequence 
to the United States that Cam­ 
bodia may turn its back on the 
United States. 
Worse, still, it may throw in 
Its lot with Red China. Cambod­ 
ia, in the southeastern tip of As­ 
ia, lies partly against Thailand, 
partly against South Viet Nam. 
It has 6 million people living 
under the guidance of Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, 43, who re­ 


nounced the Cambodian throne 
to be the political leader of the 
Cambodians. 
He has been a self-proclaimed 
neutral between the forces of 
the West and communism, but 
accepted help from both sides. 
For instance: guns and fighter 
planes from Russia, more than 
$366 million worth of military 
and economic help from the 
United States. 
This could be interpreted as 
trying to play both ends against 
the middle, not taking sides un­ 
til he saw which way the cat 
was going to jump. 
For the United States, hold­ 
ing South Viet Nam has been a 
prolonged and costly adventure, 
with more than $4 billion in aid 
going to Viet Nam where more 
than IOO Americans have lost 
their lives in the war against 
the 
Communist guerrillas of 
North Viet Nam. 


If Viet Nam was lost to com­ 
munism, it’s a safe bet all 
Southeast Asia would be in 
time. Last September Prince Si­ 
hanouk said he was convinced 
the Communists already have 
won the battle for South Viet 
Nam. 
Ane he said he felt his own 
would fall to communism. Last 
August Sihanouk cut Cambo­ 
dia’s ties with Viet Nam be­ 
cause of the crackdown on the 
Buddhists by the then President 
Diem. 
And he has complained that 
Cambodian exiles—his enemies 
—were in Viet Nam making 
broadcasts against him with 
transmitters which, 
he 
said, 
were supported in part by U.S. 
assistance. 
Wednesday he sent out the 
word Cambodia would cut its 
ties with the United States, too, 
and after Jan. I, 1964, refuse 


any more American aid, and 
abandon its neutrality unless 
the 
anti-Sihanouk 
broadcasts 
were stopped. 
The State Department was 
upset. Worse news was to come. 
Later Wednesday Red China 
said Sihanouk had sent word to 
Peking, pledging close friend­ 
ship and cooperation. 
If the Red Chinese, with Siha­ 
nouk’s blessing, move into Cam­ 
bodia the very thing this country 
tried most to prevent—Red Chi­ 
na’s direct influence in South­ 
east Asia — would have come 
about. 
This is still a murky situation. 
Sihanouk may not take the final 
step of fully abandoning his 
neutrality and throwing open 
the Cambodian doors to Red 
China. 
But the way he’s playing the 
game it’s like sticking his hand 
into the tiger’s mouth to stroke 
his tongue.
